Farm  Problems 

Nearly  every  farmer  has  feed  problems  to  contend  with  that 
seem  hard  to  solve.  Still  when  one  considers  the  wide  variety  of 
annual  legumenous  and  other  forage  and  fodder  crop  at  our  dis- 
posal, the  most  wonderful  result  can  be  produced  at  a relatively  small 
expense.  We  all  need  clover  or  alfalfa  hay  to  help  keep  up  a bal- 
anced ration  with  our  other  feeds.  Good  fields  of  alfalfa  and  clover 
are  very  scarce  and  cannot  be  produced  in  one  year  although  we  may 
be  able  to  produce  a clover  crop  under  favorable  conditions,  and 
pasture  the  ground  later  in  the  fall. 

Scarified  Alfalfa  and  Sweet  Clover 

It  has  been  found  that  a large  percentage  of  alfalfa  and  sweet 
clover  seed  fails  to  come  up  promptly  when  sown,  due  to  the  hard 
outer  shell  of  its  seed.  We  have  a scarifying  machine  for  breaking 
the  hard  shelled  seeds  so  that  quick  germination  is  assured  from 
scarified  seed.  To  insure  the  best  results  for  our  customer,  we 
supply  only  scarified  Sweet  Clover,  we  also  offer,  scarified  alfalfa 
seed,  for  which  we  charge  50c  per  bu.  extra. 

In  offering  our  Seeds  and  Feeds  in  1920  we  wish  to  extend  to 
our  customers  our  hearty  thanks,  and  hope  they  will  continue  to 
give  us  the  same  generous  support  and  liberal  patronage  in  the 
future  that  they  have  in  the  past.

Our  Corn  for  Seed 

We  select  seed  for  its  purety  of  Breed,  and  yielding  qualities, 
not  only  for  its  growing  quality.  We  select,  for  germination,  purity 
of  breed,  yielding  qualities  and  it  must  be  adapted  to  the  locality. 
Some  of  the  poorest  yielding  com  grows  good  but  it  does  not  yield. 
Yield  and  quality  is  what  the  farmer  must  look  for. 

The  Cost  of  Good  Seed  and  its  Value 

The  extra  expense  in  growing  our  seed  corn  is  not  the  largest 
item  in  its  cost.  Once  harvested  it  must  be  carefully  hand  picked 
before  shelling.  After  picking  and  grading  it  is  seldom  that 
more  than  15  per  cent  of  the  crop  is  left  for  seed.  Hence  it  is  ap- 
parent that  our  margin  of  profit  is  not  large.  A bushel  of  corn  will 
plant  six  to  eight  acres.  It  usually  costs  less  than  35c  to  plant  one 
acre. 

If  the  yield  is  increased  one  bushel  to  the  acre  the  cost  of 
good  seed  com  has  been  paid.  Professor  Holden  shows  a difference 
in  yield  due  to  the  seed  planted  of  from  twenty  to  eighty  bushels  per 
acre.  This  difference  in  yield  is  the  difference  between  planting 
common  crib  com  and  planting  our  selected,  graded,  hand  picked, 
pedigree  seed  com,  with  a history  of  big  yields  behind  it. 


Our  Seed  Grains 

Remember  all  of  our  Seed  grains,  Com,  Clover,  Timothy  is 
cleaned  by  us  before  it  is  put  out  for  seed.  You  get  no  seed  that  we 
would  not  be  willing  to  use  ourselves  on  our  different  farms.
